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Story of the Chicago Crime Commission 


Reduction in Racketeers Preying on Health Professions 


By 1922 reports of Chicago Crime 
Commission observers assigned to the 
Cook County jail recited a sordid story 
of riots among inmates due to over- 
crowding, unsanitary conditions and lack 
of discipline. Some of the rioting was 
so serious, according to reports, that hot 
water was sprayed on the rampaging 
inmates through fire hose. Criminal 
Court statistics showed a steadily in- 
creasing total of untried cases and veri- 
fied the overcrowded condition of the 
jail with defendants waiting to be tried. 


COURT JUDGES INCREASED 


The Chicago Crime Commission took 
immediate steps to correct the evils 
found. Various public officials were con- 
tacted ; conferences were held and ar- 
rangements made for a concerted pro- 
gram of rectification. The result was a 
special appropriation for 1,000 more po- 
licemen; assignment of eleven more 
judges to the criminal courts; drafting 
of high-class lawyers to serve as prosecu- 
tors in the added courts; agreement on 
a thorough sanitation program in the 
jail and the appointment of a new jail 
warden. 

Improvement followed quickly. The 
prisoners awaiting trial in the Cook 
County jail dropped to 344, the lowest 
total of record for twenty years. The 
jail was scrubbed clean with soap and 
water. Rioting ended with the appoint- 
ment of a new warden. 
racketeers who had preyed on employers 
were convicted and court calendars in 
the criminal court relieved of many old 
pending cases. 


SOLICITORS ELIMINATED 


Among the hundreds of complaints 
made to the Commission by victims of 
criminals were many from business and 


Numerous . 


professional men, mostly physicians and 
dentists, who had been solicited by vari- 
ous fakers, confidence men and racketeers 
for contributions or memberships to or in 
assorted schemes and promotions. Such 
solicitors generally used the name of 
some judge or other public official as a 
‘come on’ and by inference conveyed a 
promise of political good will to all who 
contributed ; paid for advertising, mem- 
bership or bought tickets. The pro- 
spective victims were advised to ask the 
solicitors to give their names, addresses 
and telephone numbers or obtain the 
approval of the Chicago Crime Commis- 
sion. Prospective victims who followed 
the Commission’s advice reported that 
the solicitors made a hasty exit and 
never came back. None of them came 
to the Commission for endorsement. The 
Police Commissioner and numerous pub- 
lic officials issued warnings against such 
bogus solicitors. 


The Commission is not a part of any 
government, state, county, or, city sub- 
division. It is not endowed; does not 
share in “tag days,” or other fund drives. 
It is supported solely by voluntary con- 
tributions of public-spirited citizens who 
recognize its civic value.

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Dentists Urged to Combat 
Antivivisection Measure 


The Health Committee of the City Council is now considering a proposed amend- 
ment to the Municipal Code (Sec. 98-34) which would repeal the present provision 
for the release of unclaimed, impounded dogs to the medical educational and re- 
search institutions and hospitals of our city for the good of mankind and the increase 
of knowledge relative to the cause, prevention, control and cure of disease. 

The continued availability of dogs from the Municipal Animal Shelter is vital to 
the early and uninterrupted solution of medical war problems under investigation 
in Chicago by directive from the Office of Scientific Research and Development 
representing the United States Government. These researches on shock, hemorrhage, 
blast injuries, war gases, head and chest wounds, malaria, and combat aviation 
hazards will effect a further reduction in the morbidity and mortality of our fighting 
men from wounds and disease. 

Animals released from the Shelter also enable the medical and dental schools of 
the city to offer more efficient instruction to their students most of whom will 
shortly minister to the men and women of the Army and Navy as officers of the 
Medical and Dental Corps of the Armed Forces. 

Animal experimentation, of course, has been responsible for a highly important 
part of the knowledge employed in modern medical and dental diagnosis and treat- 
ment. 

Recent intensive propaganda against animal experimentation by one Chicago 
newspaper has created doubt in the minds of some Councilmen regarding the value 
of animal experimentation. All members and friends of the Chicago Dental Society 
are therefore urged to communicate with the Health Committee of the Council 
(listed below) by interview, telephone, letter, or postcard and recommend that the 
interests of our fighting men, the home front, and true humanitarianism require the 
retention of the present provision of the Municipal Code governing the disposition 
of unclaimed, impounded dogs. Since the hearings of the Health Committee on 
this proposed legislation will be held shortly, prompt action is imperative.
